S.R.O. 317, dated 27th October, 1959. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), the Cantonment Board,

Cantonments Taxation 


8.R.O. 318, dated 29th October, 1959.— In exercise, of the powers conferred bv 
section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924). the Cantonment Board, 
2?** hereby imooses with the previous, sanction of the Central Government, 
a NON-REFUNDABLE OCTROI on all goods mentioned in Schedule I annexed 
hereto and brought within the limits of the Cantonment of Dehu Road for con- 
sumption, use or sale therein, at the rates specified in that Schedule in respect of 
each class of goods subject to the condition that goods mentioned in Schedule II 
annexed hereto shall be exempted from the said tax. The tax shill unless other- 
Wise provided in Schedule II be paid by the person bringing the goods within the 
aard limit provided that:— 

1. The Octroi where it is levied with reference to weight shall be charged 

on the gross weight of goods including packing drums and other 
articles used in packing, 

2. When an article, pot specifically mentioned in the Schedule, falls under 

more than one item, the Octroi (without refunds) shall be charged 
under the item carrying the highest rate. If the rates are the same 
for both or all the Items the importer will decide under which item 
the article is to be classed. 

3 . When a consignment consists of two or more articles chargeable at differ- 

ent rates, each portion of the consignment shall be treated as a 
separate consignment. 

4 . In the case of consignment carried by rail, the Octroi shall be charged on 

tne actual weight of the consignment imported, or on the actual 
weight shown in the Railway Receipt, whichever is the greater. 
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S. If the amount leviable comes to less than two Naye Paise a minimum of 
two Naye Paise shall be charged. 

For the purpose of computing the octroi payable on fractions of a maund the 
following schedule will bei adopted:— 

Upto 2 seers shall be reckoned as 1/20 Maund. 

Over 2 seers and upto 4 seers shall be reckoned as 1/10 Maund. 

Over 4 seers and upto 8 seers shall be reckoned as 1/5 Maund. 

Over 8 seers and upto 12 seers shall be reckoned as 3/10 Maund. 

Over 12 seers and upto 18 seers shall be reckoned as 2/5 Maund. 

Over 16 seers and upto 20 seers shall be reckoned as 1/2 Maund, 

Over 20 seers and upto 24 seers shall be reckoned as 3/5 Maund. 

Over 24 seers and upto 28 seers shall be reckoned as 7/10 Maund. 

Over 28 seers and upto 52 seers shall be reckoned as 4/5 Maund. 

Over 32 seers and upto 36 seers shall be reckoned as 9/10 Maund. 

Over 36 seers and upto 40 seers shall be reckoned as 1 Maund.

NON -REFUND ABLE OCTROI 

No octroi shall be levied on: — 

(a) Articles belonging to or imported by Government such as: — 

(1) Necessaries (not being articles of food or drink), equipment and clothing 
imported by Officers in Command of troops or Air force units for the 
use of their men and followers, and grain and green fodder imported 
for consumption by horses, mules, or other animals maintained as 
part of their Military equipage by any person in the Indian Army or 
Air force service provided that such grain or fodder is certified by 
the Commanding Officer to be imported for bonafide public purposes. 

(ii) The stores accompanied by a prescribed certificate signed by a compet- 

ent officer to the effect that they are Government property at the time 
they are brought into the Cantonment limits but in case the stores 
are subsequently sold or become available for sale the Officer res- 
ponsible for their import/sale shall notify the fact to the Cantonment 
Executive Officer, Dehu Road immediately before the sale takes place 
and shall ensure that octroi due on the stores sold is paid by the 
purchaser to the Cantonment Board before the stores are delivered. 

Note. — Stores issued on payment to contractors for use in the Defence Works 
shall not constitute sale for the purpose of octroi. 

(iii) All road making materials imported by the Government of India or by 

any local Government or by any local authority or by contractors for 
use on the roads, maintained by the P.W.D. of Government or any 
local authority, if accompanied at the time of import by a certificate 
signed by a Gazetted Officer of the Government Department or by the 
Cantonment Executive Officer or President/Secretary of the local 
authority concerned that such articles are. required for such road 
making only. 

(lv) Arms and ammunition imported by Government. 

(v) Articles imported by the Police Department in connection with crimi- 
nal cases provided that the articles are accompanied by a certificate 
signed by a police officer not below the rank of a Sub-inspector. 

(vl) Military Stores and other articles of Police equipment pertaining to 
uniforms including similar articles of National Volunteer Corps and 
equipment of Police Radio Service; provided that each consignment 
is certified by the Superintendent of Police of the district concerned 
or in the case of National Volunteer Corps by an Officer authorised 
by the State Commandant, National Volunteer Corps in this behalf, 
to be the property of Government in the Police Department. 

(vii) Articles imported for the purposes of Government Air Raid precautions 
measures, provided at the time of import those are accompanied by a 
certificate from a Gazetted Officer of the Department. ' 

(vili) Articles, stores and equipment used for health purposes belonging to 
Health Department of Government provided that each consignment 
is accompanied by a certificate from a medical officer of the Health 
Department that it belongs to Government. 

(lx) Food grains imported from abroad (outside India) by Government for 
internal distribution provided each consignment of such food grains 
is certified by the District Food Controller to be the property of 
Government in the Civil Supplies Department, 

(x) Printed forms used in the offices of Government and local authorities 

provided each such consignment is accompanied by a certificate from 
a responsible Officer of the Government Department or the local 
authority concerned. 

(xi) Printed forms and other election materials connected with the general 

elections to the State and Central Legislatures and elections to local 
authorities, provided at the time of import these are accompanied by 
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certificate signed by a Gazetted Officer of the Department concerned 
to the effect that the forms and materials are the property of 
Government. 

(xii) Supplies and services of the joint enterprise started by the Government 
of India for the vaccination of the children against T.B. provided 
at the time of import consignments are accompanied by a certificate 
from a responsible officer of the joint enterprise that consignments 
in question are the property of the said enterprise, 

(xiii) Government property accompanying Government servants on tour in 
connection with their official duties provided it is certified to the 
satisfaction of the Octroi Staff on duty, 

(jdv) Exhibits, films, publicity literature or other equipment (in use) imported 
for propaganda work for instructional purposes, belonging to any 
Department of the Central Government or State Government or to 
any semi-official concerns like University, Red Cross Society, Canton- 
ment Board, Municipality, District Board, Corporation, subject to the 
production of a certificate from a responsible Official of the Depart- 
ment or institution or agency concerned. 

(xv) Railway stores and materials required for use on a railway, whether in 

constructing maintaining or working the. same and not removed out- 
side the railway boundaries but not Including stores imported for 
purchase or consumption by railway employees or stores with which 
a railway co-operative store is stocked for sale to members. 

(xvi) Chemicals imported by the Civil Supplies Department for disinfection 

of foodgrains, provided at the time of import each consignment ifl 
accompanied by a certificate from a Gazetted Officer of the Depart- 
ment that such chemicals are the property of Government in the 
Civil Supply Department. 

(xvii) Medicines and Hospital equipment belonging to the Veterinary Depart- 
ment of the Government when imported into the Cantonment provid- 
ed such consignment at the time of import accompanied by a certificate 
from a responsible officer of Veterinary Department not below the 
rank of Veterinary Assistant Surgeon to the effect that the consign- 
ment or consignments in question contain medicines or other hospital 
equipment as the case may be and that these belong to the Veterinary 
Department of the Government. 

(b) Miscellaneous Articles:— 

(1) Bonafi.de personal and household belonging of person coming to take 

up their residence in the. Cantonment and bonaflde personal luggage 
ox travellers. 

Explanation . — Articles of food and drink and merchandise imported for

(5) Stamps, stamp paper and petition papers. 

(0) Head load of fuel grass and brush wood. 

(7) Goods Imported by rail and rebooked or exported without delivery 

having been taken on or without being removed from the railway 
premises. 

(8) Common Salt. 

(9) Hand woven and hand spun cloth made out of hand spun yam. 

(10) Hand spun yarn. 
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(11) Written examination answer papers. 

(12) Goods prepared by and belonging to the, Industrial Homes for displaced 

persons approved by the Rehabilitation Department provided that 
the consignments are accompanied with a certificate signed by the 
President, Secretary or the Organising Secretary of such Industrial 
Home. 

(13) Articles produced by and belonging to the United Council of Relief and 

Welfare Centres, provided that the consignments are accompanied by 
a certificate, signed by the Secretary of the United Council for Relief 
and Welfare, New Delhi. 

(14) Goods belonging to Ambassadors, High Commissioners, Deputy High 

Commissioners, and other personages holding deplomatlc ranks with 
the Government of India. 

(15) Goods belonging to the World Health Organisation and the personal 

effects of the personnel employed by it, provided at the time or import 
such consignments are accompanied by a certificate from a responsible, 
officer attached to the team Under the organisation that consignments 
in question are the property of the said organisation or form a part of 
the personal effects of any member of the organisation, 

(16) Articles exported by rail from the limits of the Cantonment or reimport- 

ed by rail without delivery having been taken on the production of 
sufficient proof by the sender or in the. case of Government Depart- 
ment after delivery has been taken but returned to the sender if a 
certificate to this effect is produced from a competent authority in the 
department. 

(17) Articles of dowry accompanying the bride. 

(18) Articles imported in connection with the mourning ceremony. 

(19) Stores belonging to or imported by or on behalf of the Indian Red Cross 

Society or St. John Ambulance, if accompanied at the time of import 
by a certificate signed by a responsible officer of the Society. 

(20) Charkhas of all descriptions. 

(21) Clothes reimported by dhobies into the Cantonment jitter washing, 

(22) Stores consisting of arms, ammunition uniforms or cloth for uniform 

intended for use by the National Cadet Corps, provided each consign- 
ment of such stores is certified by a responsible officer of the National 
Cadet Corps, that the stores belong to the said corps. 

(23) Sweets, other edibles and bhaji for immediate personal use not exceed- 

ing one seer in weight per person. 

(24) Charcoal to the extent of three maunds carried with motor vehicles 

running on producer gas. 

(25) Gift commodities life food grains, food stuffs, including milk powder, 

processed foodstuffs, multipurpose foods, drugs, and medicines, multi- 
vitamin tablets, hospital equipment and supplies, agricultural imple- 
ments and such other supplies received from foreign countries wnen 
imported into Cantonment for free distribution by relief organisation 
approved by the Union or State Government provided that at the time 
of import the Organisation concerned shall satisfy the Cantonment 
Executive Officer or any other official authorised by him in this behalf 
that the consignment in question contains gift commodities meant for 
free distribution. 

(26) Gift commodities, supplies and equipments in parcels or otherwise, bear- 

ing the mark, “Care” when imported by or on behalf of the Co-opera- 
tive for American remittances to Europe for Its official use, provided 
that the importer shall satisfy the Cantonment Executive Officer or 
any otheiT official authorised by him in this behalf that the contents 
of the parcel are purely for the official use of the. Co-operatives and 
that these are not meant for sale at any stage. 

(27) Supplies equipments, vehicles etc,, when imported in the Cantonment 

by or on behalf of the United Nations International Childrens’ Emer- 
gency Fund in connection with the Mass B.C.G. Vaccination Campaign 
in the State. 
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<28) Animals imported for usei only. 

<29) Samples Imported by bon a fide commercial travellers not meant for sale. 

(30) Used household articles for the bonafide domestic use of the importer. 

(31) Soiled or washed clothes, i.e., laundry articles brought by Dhobies. 

(32) Used Radio, electric Fans and musical Instruments brought for repairs. 

(33) Empty milk cans, Mineral water bottles, kerosene oil tins and drums, 

gas cylinders, wine bottles and drums, if imported for being refilled 
with the commodities for which they are in ordinary use. 

(34) Fodder imported by cartmen for feeding the cattle of their own carts. 

(35) Cattle brought into the Cantonment for purpose of sterility treatmen 

or for artificial insemination provided that the person at the time o: 
taking the cattle into the Cantonment is having a certificate from the 
Secretary or the President of the Gram Sabha within whose jurisdic- 
tion he resides that the cattle which he is taking within the limits oi 
the Cantonment is for the purpose of sterility treatment or artificial 
insemination and will be taken outside the Cantonment after treat- 
ment. 

(36) Seed issued by or returned to Government seed stores, provided that 

all consignments are covered by a bonafide transaction with the 
Government seed Depots. 

(37) Palm Gur and Neera. 

(38) Special ad hoc exemptions granted by the Board to Charitable, art and 

cultural, scientific, academic and allied institutions, societies or indivi- 
duals not mentioned elsewhere. 

(39) Opium, Bhang, Gunja, Charas and other intoxicating drugs. 

(40) Manure. 

(41) . Raw materials imported by Government technical and industrial schools. 

(42) Excisable liquor manufactured in India, 

(43) Medicines, drugs, and equipment used for family planning purposes. 

SJt.0. 319, dated 2nd Nov, 1959. — Whereas the Central Government is satisfi- 
ed that for the administration of the MORAR Cantonment it is desirable that the 
term of office of its Cantonment Board be further extended. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the first proviso to 
sub-section (4) of section 14 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), the Central 
Government hereby extends, the term of office of the MORAR Cantonment Board 
for a further period of six months with effect from 10th November, 1959, or the 
date of notification of election of the members, whichever is earlier.
